The construction and comple- 
tion of the long-awaited “new 
Athletics Complex” is facing some 
unexpected student opposition. 

Following aclose vote, the Post 
Graduate Students’ Socicty (PGSS) 
resolved to informally oppose both 
options of the Students’ Socicty 
(SSMU) Referendum on the “Spe- 
cial Gym Fee,” which will go to the 
polls next weck, 

The question asks students to 
renew a $15 per ycar fce, to be used 
for the construction of a new athict- 
ics complex at McGill. Students 
will also be asked to approve an- 
other extension of the construction 
deadline, moving it forward to June 
1, 1991. 

The new deadline is seven years 
past the one set when the project 
was initiated in 1982. The project 
has been stalled in part because 
McGill's primary proposal involves 
destroying a sizeable tract of green 
space on the mountain just cast of 
Park Ave,

The municipal government has 
been accused of hoarding 82 per cent 
ofthe funds available to low-income 
housing. 

The charges were leveled by the 
Front d’action populaire cn 
réaménagementurbain (FRAPRU), 
who relcased a manifesto this weck 
assessing the housing situation in 


Québec. 
The document deals with issues 
from discrimination and 


harrassment to low quality housing, 
increased homelessness, and the 
gentrification of the downtownarca. 
It also highlights many problems 
with the provincial and municipal 
governments’ housing policies. 
According to FRAPRU, 554 000 
Québec familics spend more than 
30 per cent of their revenuc on rent. 
Beyond this, 700000 Québecers

If construction has not begun by 
the new deadline, the revenue gen- 
erated by student fees so far will be 
uscd to renovate existing facilitics. 
The same will happen if students 
reject the fee renewal. 

PGSS Council suggested that 
students be asked to suspend the 
collection of the fee until “the City 
of Montréal makes a final decision 
regarding the project for a newly 
built gym.” It also urges that all 
monies collected so far be allocated 
to “the immediate renovation of the 
existing Gym,” should the City tum 
down the project. 

PGSS President Lee Iverson, 
who moved the resolutions, said 
significant progress had not been 
made since the University Board of 
Governors approved construction 
of the facility in 1983. 

“The City’s concern over physi- 
cal space on the mountain have cre- 
ated immense problems with the 
starting of this project,” said Iver- 
son. “We're suggesting that 
fee-collection be suspended until 
the city gives McGill a formal 





lose 50 per cent of their income to 
housing costs. 

The document points out that 
average revenue in Québec 
increased by 35 percent between 
1981 and 1986, while rentincreased 
53 per cent in the same ume period. 

FRAPRU has countered with 
three demands: the creation of 
20000 social housing units in 
Québec every year, cffective 
government rent control and the 
criminalization of discrimination 

“We understand perfectly well 
that20 000 social housing units cost 
moncy. Butwe know that thismoney 
docs exist, The government could 
getitif fiscal policy were changed,” 
said FRAPRU organiser Denyse 
Lacelle. “Currently, 82 per cent of 
housing aid constitutes moncy 
shelters, invisible aid to owners, 
This money should be released to

Barring last-minute changes to 
McGill’s preliminary budget, the 
nextacademic year will bring budget 
cuts to 10 of the university’s 13 
facultics. 

The facultics of Religious Stud- 
ics, Music and Continuing Educa- 
tion are the only three faculties not 
facing cuts. The faculties of Agri- 
culture, Arts, Dentistry, Education, 
Education Engineering, Graduate 
School, Law, Management, Medi- 
cine and Science all stand to lose 
between 2.5 per cent and 6.8 per- 
cent of their budgets,

against the motion. “I want to sup- 
port the (SSMU) referendum,” he

said, “a lot of progress has been 
made in the last year or two.”

Although these figures are not 
yet official, they are usually not 
changed significantly. 

According to Yvonne Lawson, 
from the McGill Administration and 
Finance Office, “There usually 
aren't major changes made to the 
preliminary budget. The prelimi- 
nary figures are not what's actually 
released but there’s usually little 
difference between the two.” 

The Faculty of Dentistry stands 
to lose the most, facing a cut of 6.8 
per cent. Other proposed faculty 
cuts include:

SSMU President Nancy Coté 
said she is angered by the Council’s 
decision, “‘Itshows a distinct lack of 
consideration for the significant 
progress made over the last few 
ycars,” she said. 

But according to PGSS VP Ad- 
ministration Eric Darier, “the fact 
that McGill students still have no 
ncw gym, or a renovated gym, 
proves thataction isslow—coming.” 

According to Luc Jolicoeur, 
member of the Joint Committee on 
Master Planning, the members of 
PGSS council “must be out of their 
minds, They don’t understand the 
politics of the situation.” 

He said thatin the long-term, the 
graduates’ move willcreatcantago- 
nism between McGill and the City, 
offend interest groups such as “Les 
Amics de la Montagne” (an envi- 
ronmental preservation group) and 
jeopardize the entire athletics proj- 
ect,

Continuing Education is slated 
for a 3.0 per cent increase in funds. 
Other budget increases may give 
the Faculty of Religious Studies a 
5.2 per cent increase and the Fac- 
ulty of Music a 0.1 per cent in- 
crease. 

Yet, the proposed faculty cuts 
are less than those made last ycar. In 
1988-89 all McGill faculties except 
Continuing Education experienced 
actual budget cuts. 

Anoverallincome increase from 
last year of $7 710 000 has contrib- 
uted tothe drop in Faculty cuts. The 
anticipated deficit for 1989-90 is 
$15.1 million dollars, compared to 
$15. 3 million for 1988-89 — a net 
decrease of $200 000. A reduction 
in interest payments, higher cndow- 
ment income, provincial grants and 
increased student enrollment have 
helped alleviate some of McGill’s 
financial difficulties, 

Budget cuts of 2.9 per cent will 
be distributed across the faculties, 
academic services, support services, 
graduate studics administration and 
staff bencfits, 

The preliminary budget in- 
cludes the cstimated income and 
expenditure of Faculties, Academic 
Services and Support Services. 
These functions are supported by 
the Québec Operating Grant. Other 
functions such as Student Services 
and Residences rely on their own 
sicome. Their budgets will be pre- 
sented for approval in May. 

The preliminary budget was re- 
leased in November. It was reviewed 
by McGill’s Board of Govemors in 
a confidential session, and is cx- 
pected to be passed in May.

“We don’t think they are taking 
the creationof40 000social housing 
units seriously,” said Lacclle. So 
far, the city has not specifiedexactly 
how those units will be broken down, 
and the ten year time frame they 
have allowed themselves is 
considered unsatisfactory by many 
housing activists. 

FRAPRU member François 
Saillant said the bulk of housing aid 
specified in Habiter Montréal is 
meant to help subsidize first time 





home buyers, most of whom will be 
speculators. 

“It’s truc there arc families who 
could conceivably own their homes 
and don’t, but the question is 
whether or not we should be putting 
the priority onowncership when there 
are people sending their kids to 
school without lunch because they 
pay over 30 per centof their income 
ontheirhomes. Should we be turning 
our attention to the middle or lower 
classcs?,” said Lacclle. 

Leclerc admitted that currently 
only 600 new units of social housing 
are being created per year, but 
claimed that of $130 million being 
budgeted for housing, only $30

Dealing with sexual assault 





Toronto (CUP) —The pcople 
who train pub staff and monitor 
licensed events at the University of 
Toronto are revamping their training 
manual after an alleged sexual 
assault at a campus bar. 

Aman wasrecently charged after 
he allegedly stuck his hand up a 
woman's skirt. He left the pub but 
returned later, and was held by 
Campus Beverage Service (CBS) 
employees until campus police 
arrived, 

CBS official Peter Smith said 
nothing in the manual outlines 
procedures for dealing with sexual 
assault or harrassment. 

“Any violation (such as) gencral 
assault, rowdiness, or vandalism, 
which posesa threat to customers or 
employces, comes under a general 
category of the liquor licence,” 
Smith said. 

“We definitely willhavechanges 
in the CBS server training program,” 
said Jim Delancey, whoco-ordinates 
the program. “I think it’s a serious 
enough thing that it does warrant 
modifications. If things like this are 
happening, pubs should be able to 
handle the problem.” 

University of Toronto sexual 
harassmentofficer Nancy Adamson 


Two executive 


welcomed the change. 

“T think the more information 
that’s available about sexual 
harrassment and how to deal with 
these issucs, the better,” she said. 

Delaney asked Adamson to 
contribute to the manual. A seminar 
dealing specifically with sexual 
assault and harassment may also be 
added to the training program. 

“Although the trainees “should 
beable torecopnize it, it’s unrealistic 
to expect them to be experts on it. 
That’snotthcir job,” said Adamson. 

“(The pub managers) need to 
know where to refer the victims to. 
One method may be to keep leaflets 
with information about sexual 
assault and sexual harassment on 
the (pub) premises. All thisis stillin 
the talking stages.” 


Policy at McGill 

At McGill, any incidents of 
sexual harrassment, including those 
in the Union Building, are covered 
by the University’s sexual 
harrassement policy. According to 
Rolf Walter, the Operations 
Manager of McGill’s Food and 
Beverage Service, any harrassment 
at Gerts’ is handled by student 
security, 


Campus pub may retrain staff 


For Gerts’ employces, the issue 
was brought home quite forcibly 
when a server was persistently 
harrassed by amale patron last year. 
Although his behaviour was duc to 
“an excess of drinking,” according 
to Walter, repeated occurrences led 
management to contact the 
University Administration. 

“Because he was a student, the 
case was decided by the University, 
In the end we didn’t have to offer 
him service any more,” said Walter, 

But even though the incidents 
occurred late in March 1988, a final 
decision was not made until 
September of that year, 

Security personnel are given 
“specific training, at the beginning 
of each semester,” said Walter. 

But France Chevalier, a Gerts’ 
bartender who worked on student 
security for almost three years, said 
the training sessions focused mainly 
on “how to deal with people, how to 
protect yourself, and how to get 
people out without hurting them. It 
was mostly self-defence, there was 
no discussion of sexual harassment, 
as in what it is and what it isn't. 
Usually justif someonecomes upto 
us and says ‘this guy's bugging me’ 
we'll do something.”

We’re stuck with them

McGill Students’ Socicty execu- 
tive council electoral race for next 
year’s VP External and VP Internal 
is over. Both candidates have no 
competition and have been ac- 
claimed. 

Current External Affairs Co- 
ordinator John Fox was acclaimed 
as McGill Students’ Socicty VP 
External, while Ray Satterthwaite 
was acclaimed as VP Internal ina 
win he describes as “anti-climatic”, 

Although nominations were 
extended to February 22, other po- 
tential candidates failed to run for 
these positions. 


VP External 

Next year’s VP External John 
Fox has “addressed Québec politics 
for a long time.” 

Consolidating the Fedération des 
Etudiants et Etudiantes du Québec 
(FEEQ) to exert pressure on the 
government before this fall’s pro- 
vincial election remains Fox’s first 
priority. 

Fox stated that the External 
Affairs committee did not need 
SSMU council approval to allot 
$1000 to make McGill a provi- 
sional FEEQ member. 

“If council had to go to referen- 
dum every time the External Af- 
fairs committee had to spend $1 000 
out of its budget, the system would 
be very slow,” Foxargued. “It would 
be an impotent organization.” 

The committee is responsible for 
an $8 000 budget. 

Fox said SSMU permanent staff

has to take part in developing a 
process for their review. 

“It’s good labour relations to 
include them, not to simply impose 
something on them,” he said. “They 
are dealing with individuals who 
are to be treated with respect.” 

Fox is confident in his ability to 
speak in French,

VP Internal 

Satterthwaitc’stasksas VP Inter- 
nal include overseeing food and 
beverage distribution, clubs, and 
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campus publications such as the7- 
ribune and Old McGill, 

As well, he will chair the Pro- 
gramming Network, which plans 
most special activities, 

“Anyone doing thisfortheirC.V, 
would literally say ‘Fuck it’,” he 
said. 

Satterthwaite belicves the SSMU 
should remove Gert’s and The Al- 
ley from CVC control. 

The CVC currently runs these 
two businesses and the Union build- 
ing cafeteria. 

“We are the only university in 
Canada which allows its pub do be 
run from an outside organisation,” 
he said. “Other schools would never 
lose student patronage to new pubs, 
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Dealing with difficult patrons is 
“alwaysa matter of judgement” said 
Gerts co-manager Scott McKeown, 
“It’sa matter of discerning between 
somconc being drunk and someone 
engaging incriminal behaviour. For 
something serious, we usually 
contact the administration. You get 
their studentnumberand write outa 
report.” 

In very difficult situations, staff 
will contact police, not McGill 
Security. 

Last year, when aman was kicked 
in the head, police were called. 
According to McKeown’s co- 
manager,: Greg Dickie, “McGill 
Security doesn’ t have the greatest 
reputation for action.” 

But Dickic said, “We'd like to 
think that wecouldcatchstuff before 
it goes as faras sexual harassment.” 

The McGill University Sexual 
Harrassment Policy, implemented 
in 1986, covers incidents between 
students and with academic/non- 
academicistaff. Incidents of sexual 
harrassment, questions or concems 
can be addressed tooncof McGill's 
three assessors:

such as Annic’s.” 

He proposes creating independ- 
ent management for Gerts and The 
Alley, making them accountable to 
the VP Internal. 

“The CVC takes profits made in 
Gert’s and gives it to The Alley to 
account for its losses, which other 
businesses would never do.” 

Satterthwaite claims he can deal 
with the personal squabbles ram- 
pant in Students’ Socicty. 

“Recently, issues have been 
decided by personal feclings rather 
than objective views,” he said. 

He believes a review committee 
should scrutinize full-time staff 
members. Two wecks ago, council 
proposed grievances be arbitratcd 
by Dean of Students Irwin Gopnik. 

“That could be false,” Satterth- 
waite argues. “They should answer 
to students who pay their salaries, 
not the other way around.” 

Satterthwaite belicves campus- 
wide activities, instead of faculty- 
oriented activitics, which fragment 
participation, would raise McGill's 
school spirit. 

“Weshould haverepresentatives 
from every faculty form a commit- 
tec,” he says.

The president of Ro-Na Hard- 
ware announced this week that 
the company will undertake a joint 
venture with the City of Montréal 
to rebuild a shelter for the home- 
less, 

Ro-Na is offering to contrib- 
ute $200 000 toward the renova- 
tionof Dernier Recours Montréal, 
a shelter which serves up to 1000 
homeless people every month. 

“This whole enterprise is an 


| exemplary gesture,” said Ro-Na 


President André Dion. “Thanks 
to the action being taken today, 
the well-being of Montréal’s des- 
titute will improve,” 





Work on the building, esti- 
mated at $840 000, is set to begin 
June 5. Ro-Na has offered to find 
alternative premises for residents 
while the building is being reno- 
vated. 

Dernier Recours opened in 
January 1988, with a mandate to 
provide for the homeless, It oper- 
ates in the basement of a school 
acquired by the City in 1980. 

Once construction is complete 
the building will serve as a com- | 
munity centre and will house other 
community organizations. 

Of an estimated 60 000 home- 
less in Montréal, 2000 are regu- 
larly left without shelter. Dernier 
Recours provides 150 beds for 
Montreal’s destitute each night, 
and serves about 1500 cups of 
coffee every day. 

Over a third of those who pass 
through their doors are the vic- 
tims of the deinstitutionalization 
of psychiatric hospitals, while 
another twenty percent suffer 
from some type of emotional dis- 
order, 

Ro-Na Hardware has been in- 
volved with other projects in the 
past. In 1984, it was involved 
with Intégration-Jeunesse, a proj- 
ect to build commercial schools 
and find jobs within the Ro-Na 
organization. 

“The humanitarian gesture we 
are making here today for im- 
proving the conditions of shelters 
forthe homeless is meant as a tan- 
gible symbol of the philosophy 
thatexists inourenterprise,” Dion | 
said.

The display is, in fact, abreath of 
fresh air that may help to balance 
outthc one-sided images wereccive 
from the media every day. In Isracl, 
Israclis, including 600000 Arab 
Israclis (who have full rights and in 
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all likelihood would never consider 
moving toa future Palestinian state), 
live just like anyone else; they love, 
hope, fear, hate, etc... The media, as 
it has always done anywhere where 
there is conflict, only shows us the 


violence in the West Bank (which 
of course we need to sec). But we 


must not forget that the picture the 
media presents to us docs not 
represent the whole, as people like 
S. Guaticri would have us belicve. 
There exists a much more insidious 
form of propaganda in today’s two 
minute news flash world: that which 
exposes us to only one side of an 
issuc or picture. 





In closing, I would just like to 
add that like any democracy, Isracl 
is having to struggle with inherent 
contradictions between security, 
limited resources, human rights and 
justice. I do not justify Isracl’s 
actions in the occupicd territorics, 
but it occurs to met that if Isracl 
were maliciously pursuing an “evil, 
iron-fisted policy” against the 
Palestinians, the deaths would 
amount more closcly to the tens of 
thousands, as occured when 
neighbouring Syria and Jordan 
suppressed domestic unrest during 
the 70s. Perhaps the Daily should 
break away from habit and 
investigate the Israeli view of the 
conflict. This would complement 
their large collection of articles on 
the Palestinian point ofvicw. 





Benefit for Mozambique 


At McGill we are constantly concerned with the 
‘crises’ in higher education, complaining of 
overcrowding and underfunding. Thesearenotproblems 
to be taken lightly, but imagine for a moment what it 
would be like going to a school that has no money and 
few materials, a school where a notebook is a luxury 
item. Imagine trying to pursue an education under the 
continual threat of terrorist attack in a country where 
3000 teachers have been killed or mutilated and 2000 
schools destroyed. For us this sounds like a bad dream 
but for the students of Umbalezi Secondary School 
near Maputo, Mozambique, these are the day to day 
realitics they must confront. 

Mozambique won independence from Portugal in 
1975, Education would be acomerstone in the building 
of a strong independent future for this impoverished 
and illiterate population, Between independence and 
1982 school enrollment increased by one million and 
illiteracy dropped by 25 per cent. Simultancous gains 
were made in health care and the economy prompting 
the World Health Organization to declare Mozambique 
“a model for the Third World.” For South Africa, 


having a successful black ruled country on its borders 
was a bad example for the region. Beginning in 1982, 
South Africa’s intensive war of destabilization has 
erased all these gains and the dirty war threatens a third 
of Mozambiquans with starvation. The students of 
Umbalezi, attacked twice by the bandits, broke and 
browbeaten yet proud, optimistic and determined, arc 
a symbol of the challenge of education in Mozambique 
and the larger struggle against South African 
Empirialism. 

The McGill Southern Africa Committee presents 
the three hottest bands in Montréal—The Hodads, 
Mere Image, The Subdudes—in an evening of solidarity 
and friendship, There is a requested donation of four 
dollars.

CIDA and McGill 
To the Daily: 


The Daily's February 28 headline 
article on the talk of Lewis 
Perinbaum (Vice-President of the 
Canadian International 
Development Agency) clearly 
presents his summary of the myth 
of westem aid to Third World 
countries: “the ‘underdeveloped 
nations’, recipients of benevolent 
aid from the ‘developed’ nations, 
actually pay $40 billion more 
(annually) to donor countries than 
they reccive in aid.” 

Asmentioned in the Dailyarticle, 
itis important to clarify and expand 
on two aspects of McGill-CIDA 
interaction. In regard to CIDA 
support to McGill, there are 
presently more CIDA-funded 
projects at McGill than any other 
Canadian University. The CIDA 
contribution to27 projects currently 
active is $26.5 million (projects run 
from three to five years). Project 
proposals are intitiated and 
formulated by educational, research 
and governmental agencies in 
developing countries in 
collaboration with counterparts at 
McGill. The funds reccived from 
the graduate students program at 
McGill (students nominated by the 
overseas institutions), McGill staff 
travel and participation overscas, 
and equipment and supplies for our 
partners, The McGill contribution 
to these projects is staff time

at McGill and overseas. McGill 
faculties involved in CIDA projects 
are Agriculture, Education, 
Engineering, Graduate Studics, 
Management, Medicineand Science 
and projects are located in 16 
countries in Africa, Asia, Central 
and South America and the 
Caribbean. The role of the Office of 
McGill International (part of the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research) is to assist McGill staff 
members in obtaining CIDA 
support, and toactasan intermediary 
for the University in approving and 
implementing projects. 

In regard to the new Youth 
Initiative Program announced by 
CIDA (in January), $5 million will

The Armenian Question is an international conflict 
between the Armenian people and the Turkish 
government. Itisoncof the yetunresol ved international 
issucs requiring a just solution. Ever since the 1800s 
unsuccesful attempts were made to reform oppressive 
Ottoman policies against that empires christian 
minorities, including the Armenians. Today, nearly a 
century following the genocide of April 1915, we find 
Turkey still denying the occurence in which 1.5 million 
Armenians were massacred by the Turks and the 
remaining population deported from its ancestral 
homelands. 

In reality the Turkish denial is state terrorism on 
mainly three levels: diplomatic, military and 
informational. All three aim at distorting thchistorically 
proven facts of the genocide by presenting a false and 
incredible Turkish version with the backing of the 
present Turkish government. 

Diplomatically Turkish officials pressure 
international forums and circles where the Armenian 
question is put on the table. After all the official 
Turkish stance on the issue is that of a complete 
negation. As the president of the Republic General 
Kenan Evren has stated in 1981: “We do not have an 
Armenian question. We have never had and never will 
have an Armenian question.” The most prominent 
examplcof a diplomatic coersion was when the Turkish 
representative, Mr. Osman Olcay, demanded and 
obtained the deletion of paragraph 30 in the United 
Nations Subcommittee. report, of 1973, describing the 
Armenian genocide as, “the first genocide of the 
twenticth century.” Similar Turkish pressures caused 
the cancellation of that particular issue from the 
International Congress on Genocide agenda, which 
took place in Tel Aviv in 1982. 

Militarily it is likely, though as yet harder to prove, 
that Turkish-sponsored hands are the authors of 
worldwide bombings of monuments dedicated to the 
Armenian genccide victims, such as the ones in New 
Jersey (1973), and Alfortville, France (1984). 

Informational state terrorism is the most powerful 
weapon in the hands of the Turkish government. Behind 
the cloak of state-funded historians and academicians, 
Turkish agencies have published books, pamphlets, 
and volumes which distort the historical evidence

Armenian problem? No question 


compiled by westem archives and scholars. For instance, 
in 1985, 69 American academicians became part of a 
lobbying effort, organized by the Assembly of Turkish- 
American Associations, to defeat a Congressional 
approval of aresolution tocommemorate the Armenian 
Genocide. The prominent scholars agreed to sign their 
names in support of a half page advertisement that ran 
in the New York Times, the Washington Post, and 
Washington Times, urging U.S. House of 
Representative members to vote against a Joint House 
Resolution whichwould have commemorated the 
Genocide. Forty of those scholars received a total of 
65 grants from the Institute of Turkish Studies, based in 
Washington D.C, ,and the American Research Institute 
inTurkey, based in Ankara, Turkey. 

On June 18, 1987, the European Parliament adopted 
a resolution which explicitly recognized the Armenian 
Genocide and demanded Turkey’s recognition of the 
event as a precondition to becoming part of the E.E.C., 
The Parliament urged the Turkish govenrmentto engage 
in a political dialogue with Armenian community 
representatives on the grounds that a sound democracy 
such as Turkey needs to reconcile its multi-ethnic and 
multi-cultural diversity. The resolution was qualified 
by Turkey, asracist and partial , and the Parliament was 
accused of encouraging terrorism through that particular 
resolution. 

Why is this issue such a delicate one for Turkey? 
The reason issimple: atthe rootof the question remains 
a legal territorial claim by Armenians (that of the lands 
they lost in 1915), and also a claim for reparations for 
damages and losses suffered duriag that period. 
Turkey’s response to this issue remains that of denial. 
But denial during seven decades has not made the 
problem disappear. On the contrary, the wave of 
Armenian terrorism which erupted in the late 70's and 
carly 80’s seems to be a direct result of that frustrating 
negation. The Armenian Question is still on the agenda 
of unresolved political conflicts. Perhaps what Turkey 
needs is a new approach to the problem, less based on 
state terrorism and denials and more on political 
maturity. :

Let us thus accept the 
challenge from CIDA to come up 
with a viable McGill student 
international development program.

Waiting for the 
Democratic Result 


To the Daily: 


The articles and letters that 
SSMU President Nancy Côté has 
recently written in defence of 
SSMU'’s virtues are symptomatic 
of precisely the weakness of itscase! 
If SSMU was such a good deal for 
both graduates and undergraduates 
that fact should already be evident 
to them! 

I would like to reply to some of 
the arguments raised in Côté’s most 
recent letter (The Tribune, 21 Feb- 
ruary) 

Firstofall,theissucofthcamount 
of SSMU services used by gradu- 
ates iscontroversial. However, even 
if graduates decide to discontinue 
their membership in SSMU, PGSS 
has always agreed that graduates 
should pay for the SSMU services 
they actually use. This is open for 
negotiation. Graduates’ criticism of 
SSMU over the years has been that 
SSMU offers, on the whole, poor 
quality services unadapted to gradu- 
ates’ neccds because: 

1.Undergraduate-dominated 
SSMU doesn’t understand gradu- 
ates’ needs, and 

2.graduates will always be in a 
minority position regardless of how 
much they participate in SSMU. 

Secondly, Cété’s arguement 
against the national trend towards 
autonomy for graduates is to reply 
that SSMU graduates have not been 
“subsumed within the federative 
system” and “benefited from the 
two-ticred system.” I am not quite 
sure what Coté means, She fails to 
prove that graduates’ current posi- 


tion at McGill is distinct from (i.e. 
better than) those at other Canadian 
universities. 

Thirdly, Côté argues that“ SSMU 
cannot, and docs not block PGSS 
from doing anything .” Well, thank 
you very much! However, I would 
like to point out that because gradu- 
ates arecurrently ‘taxed’ twice (fees 
for SSMU and PGSS), PGSS has 
had to restrain the amount of fees it 
has asked its members to pay. There- 
fore, in practice, graduates’ mem- 
bership to SSMU has impaired 
PGSS'’s ability to provide services 
relevant to its members. 

Fourthly, Côté finishes her letter 
by lecturing her readers on the fact 
that the current situation “has been 
achieved within trucstudentdemoc- 
racy.” Cété’s referring to the low 
turn-out during SSMU election? Is 
she referring to the fact that gradu- 
ates are 25 per cent of SSMU 
members and only have 10 percent 
of the scats on its Council? 

If Côté and SSMU are so keen 
about “tue democracy,” they should 
openly state that, in the eventuality 
of the majority of graduates voting 
“YES” in the PGSS mail ballot, 
SSMU should accept the DEMO- 
CRATIC result of the vote and act 
accordingly. Notonly will Côté and 
SSMU not promise to obcy the re- 
sults of the a democratic vote, but 
they alsotumed down the offer made 
by PGSS to form the “NO” commit- 
tee in order to give graduates the 
SSMU's point of view, Cété’s 
definition of “democracy” is cer- 
tainly neither participative nor 
“debating”! 

After over 29 years of conflict 
between Students’ Socicty and 
graduatcs, it is time to solve once 
and for all this issue. Both under- 
grads and graduates deserve to have 
their specific needs and interests 
taking care by their fully autono- 
mous socictics.
